An appeal hearing was heard behind closed doors 
Friday as Sallyann Mallen and her attorney, Linda 
Thornton attempted to convince a designee of City Ad¬ 
ministrator John Davidson, that Sallyann should be re¬ 
instated into her former position in the planning depart¬ 
ment. ^ 

Sandry Chapek, an Personnel employee of the City 
of Montebello, acted as administrations arbitrator for the ^ 
3 hour meeting that began just before lunch Friday, 3 ^ 

days after Thornton objected to Davidson, Sean Joyce 
or former South Pasadena Interim City Manager Linda 
Holmes hearing her appeal. 

Chapek promised to render a quick decision and 
though no official word had arrived by Wednesday 
evening, every indication p>oints to a first round victory 
for the city if and when Chapek rules that the termina¬ 
tion of Mallen is justified. 

"It would be disappointing to hear that but I'm not 
surprised," said Thornton last night. It is rare that these 
decisions are overturned at this level." 

The next step for Mallen is to appeal to the City Coun¬ 
cil directly. Most likely the council will choose not to 
hear the issue themselves but will designate a labor board ; 
to offer approximately 7 choices for potential arbitrators, i 
Attorneys for both sides will then, through a process i 
of elimination and exclusion, come down to one candi¬ 
date who will then default into tlie position. I 

If the firing is overturned by arbitrator, it is still non¬ 
binding and the council will then decide what to do. ( 
If the firing is enforced, wrongful prosecution most 
likely will be added to the discrimination/civil rights suit 
currently pending with the federal court. The suit hing¬ 
es on Mallen's accusation that administration did not rec¬ 
ognize or accommodate her illness, Epstein-Barr disease, 
symptoms of which include extreme fatigue which 
Thornton says must be remedied by rest. 

Although administration would not comment on the 
case due to privacy laws surrounding personnel issues. 
The Sierra Madre News learned that Mallen defended 
herself against 5 main points including tardiness, insub¬ 
ordination/argumentative, abuse of sick leave, and fail¬ 
ing to complete required work. 

"This isn't an appropriate time to terminate her," said 
Thornton, "They 're violating her constitutional rights 
and this is payback for trying to sue the city."

Once again we are turning to you, our neighbors, 
friends and supporters, to ask for your support. The cur¬ 
rent maintenance of the cemetery is funded from earn¬ 
ings of the trust fund derived from sale of plots and spac¬ 
es.

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City Council Report 

TCI Cable 

Contract 

Extended

Cable recipients in Arcadia- brace yourselves for 
possible changes relating to your cable subscriptions. 
At the July 1 meeting, the Arcadia City Council 
unanimously agreed to extend the Cable Television 
Franchise Agreement/Franchise Negotiation Agree¬ 
ment between the City of Arcadia and TCI 
Cablevision of Arcadia/Sierra Madre to December 
31, 1997. 

The contract was to have expired July 5 but, ac¬ 
cording to Community Relations Officer Cindy 
Hume, TCI Cablevision requested a six-month ex¬ 
tension to draft a new franchise. Terry Scott, Divi¬ 
sion Director of Franchise for TCI indicated that the 
rewriting of the contract was based on shifts in the 
company’s corporate structure. Council Member 
Mary B. Young asked if the subscription rate would 
rise after the new franchise was put to work, refer¬ 
ring to a recent hike in cable subscription prices. 
Scott explained that there were only three factors that 
“drive up rates: 1) inflation 2) programming costs 
and 3) franchise-requested costs.” She continued to 
say that the future franchise’s monetary effect on 
subscribers could not yet be determined. 

Now that the Council has adopted Resolution No. 
6002, liens will be placed on property for the settle¬ 
ment of delinquent rubbish, sewer, and property re¬ 
lated fees. For example, property owners who do not 
compensate for reoccurring false alarms that require 
the attention of the Arcadia Police Department and/ 
or the Arcadia Fire Department would have to pay 
their debts before being allowed legal claims to their 
properties.

Highland Ave. on about 
three acres. The house is 
a brick Georgian mansion 
built in 1927 by Jack Pas¬ 
chal I on land he purchased 
from E. Waldo Ward, Sr. 
Ward founded the marma¬ 
lade and food preserving 
business still going strong 
today. 

Paschal 1 had been living 
in Los Angeles with his 
family when he became ill 
with tuberculosis and 
came to Sierra Madre for 
his health. When his 
health improved and so 
impressed with Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, he brought his wife 
and five children here to 
live permanently. 

This home was a won¬ 
derful place for this large 
family and it had one of the 
earliest swimming pools in 
town. The pool has been 
redone but in those days it 
was emptied with a fire 
hose and the runoff water 
used to irrigate their trees 
and plants and then the 
pool was cleaned. Pas¬ 
chal 1 became very active 
in Sierra Madre, was pres¬ 
ident of he Sierra Madre 
Bank (now Sanwa) and 
was a major force in the 
construction of the Sierra 
Madre Congregational 
Church building. A Pas- 
chall daughter, Genelle 
Nicholson, has continued 
very active in this church. 

Sadly, Jack Paschall 
died in 1940. He was only 
47. Mrs. Paschalls’old the 
home to the Merritt Will¬ 
iams. In the early 1950’s 
Harry and Kathy Snow 
purchased the house and 
they later sold to the 
Maarses’. The Maarses 
raised their four children 
here and it provided the 
needs for this family, too. 
One son. Hank, is now 
managing the florist shop 
for his father. 

Well-known in Sierra 
Madre and a beloved 
member of the community 
was black man George 
Twidell, who was garden¬ 
er for the Snows and later 
for Maarse until he passed 
away in 1985. He and his 
wife, who helped with the 
children, lived in an apart¬ 
ment over the garage. 
Twidell was also gardener 
for the Thayers, one time 
owner of the Wistaria Vine 
property.

Rediscovery of the Bible is the key to the church’s 
new evangelization efforts in modem society. Pope John 
Paul 11 said. ‘There are too many faithful who remain 
deprived of a vital encounter with sacred Scripture and 
who fail to nourish their faith with the richness of the 
Word of God,” the Pope told Italian bishops late last 
month. 

“We need to make a greater effort so that these peo¬ 
ple have wide access to the Bible. As St. Jerome iterat¬ 
ed, “To ignore sacred Scripture is to ignore Christ,” he 
said. The Pope, who has called for a reemphasis on the 
Bible in preparation for the Jubilee year 2000, stated that 
biblical texts remain fundamental for preparing new 
generations of Christians, especially in religious educa¬ 
tion programs. 

1 herefore, the demanding task of the new evangeli¬ 
zation involves redelivering the Bible to the entire peo¬ 
ple of God, through liturgical proclamation, sermons and 
catechisis,” he said. He asked bishops to make sure the 
promotion of the Bible was accompanied by pastoral 
guidance, to avoid interpretations that are superficial, 
overly emotional or distorted. 

His Holiness went on the say that all this was encour¬ 
aged by the .Second Vatican Council, whose Dogmatic 
Constitution on Divine Revelation (“Dei Verbum”) re¬ 
mains the main point of reference for the proper promo¬ 
tion of the Bible.
